Another bill, ap p rov ed in the 
hou se, 5 6 to 38 , wou ld p rohibit 
sale of p rison-made goods to any 
bu y er other than the state. Au ­ 
tomobile license p lates wou ld be 
ex cep ted.

Cap itol Hill this winter, hou se 
debate on the army ex p ansion 
p rogram y esterday was a hu m ­ 
dru m affair. Less than 5 0 mem­ 
bers were on the floor at one 
p oint, and the discu ssion was en­ 
liv ened only by scattered charg­ 
es of “war mongering” by cabi­ 
net officers, ambassadors 
and 
other gov ernment officials. 
Rep. Shafer (R-Mich) su ggest­ 
ed the administration “p adlock 
the lip s” of cabinet officers who 
mak e inflammatory sp eeches and 
“inv ite 
trou ble.” 
He 
declared 
America’s ambassadors to Prana© 
and Britain had ap p eared before 
a joint session of the senate and 
hou se military committees “as 
the su p er-salesman of the ad­ 
ministration to scare congress” 
into u nnecessary armament ex ­ 
p ansion. 
While the hou se sou ght to p ass 
the defense bill by nightfall, the 
senate was in recess. Du ring the 
six and a half week s of the ses­ 
sion, the senate has met only 21 
times for a total of abou t 61 
hou rs. 
Under old ru les the senate 
mu st meet onces ev ery three 
day s, and that is ex actly the rec­ 
ord for the last three week s. 
Leaders ex p lain there is no 
legislation ready . Some senators, 
inclu ding Ny e (R-ND), hav e de­ 
clared the infreq u ent sessions 
were an attem p t to shu t off de­ 
bate on foreign affairs and other 
controv ersial su bjects. 
Veterans foresee a lengthy ses­ 
sion becau se of the ap p arent 
slow start. Rep u blican Leader 
McNary of Oregon, half in jest, 
su ggests congress may be in ses­ 
sion u ntil Thank sgiv ing. Dem­ 
ocratic Leader Bark ley , of Ken­ 
tu ck y , in the same v ein, say s con­ 
gress p robably will meet u ntil 
“the first hot week .”

LET GEORGE ALONE 
It is hard to think of Georg e Washing ton 
decked out in brig ht colors, unless it be in uni­ 
form. As a surv ey or for Lord Fairfax he be­ 
came innured to forest life, but that was long 
before the era of sports clothes. 
As a soldier 
he went in for blues, whites and buffs. 
As a 
Virg inia g entleman his tastes mig ht hav e run 
to a touch of g reen or ev en a flick of scarlet. 
But as a statesman, and, abov e all, as President 
of the United States, he went in for no red 
handkerchiefs or blue polka dots. Yet the na ­ 
tional conv ention of merchant tailors hail Wash­ 
ing ton as America’s first male sty lish, and re­ 
solv es that men’s inhibitions ag ainst wearing 
colors must g o. 
When Washing ton became President after re­ 
jecting the project to make him King , he held 
his lev ees in mid-afternoon. 
That was in the 
first Ex ecutiv e Mansion, which stood near where 
the Manhattan piers of the Brookly n Bridg e 
now stand. His contemporaries hav e left us a 
full description of his costume. He wore a black 
satin tail-coat, black satin knee breeches, black 
silk stocking s, blkck shoes with diamond buckles, 
and carried a tricorne black hat under his left 
arm. He wore a powdered wig and white fichu, 
and bore a dress sword with ornamented scab­ 
bard. With g uests who were presented on these 
formal occasions he failed to shake hands — on 
the adv ice of Alex ander Hamilton, first chief 
protocol. 
Let g entlemen who will — with or without the 
adv ice of merchant tailors — wear midnig ht 
blue dress suits and multi-hued g arments for 
business or sport. But let’s leav e Georg e Wash­ 
ing ton in the dig nified eleg ance of his satin 
and diamonds, attempting neither to put him 
into purple ski pants nor the g lories of Balinese 
bathing trunks. 


J APANESE ADMIRAL 
America’s Unknown Soldier was interred at 
Arling ton on the morning of Nov ember ll, 19 21, 
in the presence of a disting uished g roup of for­ 
eig n v isitors. On the following morning , Nov em­ 
ber 12, these v isitors appeared as deleg ates and 
adv isers of eig ht g ov ernments inv ited to attend 
a Conference on the Limitation of Armament, 
conv ened under the auspices of the United 
States. 
To them Charles Ev ans Hug hes deliv ­ 
ered his dramatic proposal for scrapping a larg e 
part of the world’s nav al tonnag e, and limiting 
the rest according to a ratio based on ex isting 
streng th. 
Sev eral hundred thousand tons of 
capital ships were thereafter scrapped or sunk. 
Among J apan’s representation were two g en­ 
tlemen named Kato. 
One was chairman of 
J apan’s deleg ation — Admiral Baron Tomas- 
aburo Kato, Minister of Marine. The other was 
Rear Admiral Kanji Kato, principal technical 
adv iser. Admiral Baron Kato, who neg otiated 
with Messrs. Hug hes and Balfour, is long since 
dead. And now dies the other Kato of Wash­ 
ing ton memories, Admiral Kanji Kato, 6 9 , who 
was opposed to the scrapping of capital ships, 
who liv ed to become commander in chief of 
J apan’s combined fleet, nav al chief of staff, arid 
a rip-snorting “ die-hard” ag ainst nav al dis­ 
armament. 
Discreet as he was at Washing ton, he nev er 
concealed his real sentiments. Once, at a larg e 
stag dinner a J apanese diplomat g av e to a g roup 
of American journalists, Admiral Kato was called 
upon to speak. Turning to an American sitting 
nex t to him, he said: “ I shall now arise and 
read a speech that has been written for, and 
handed to, me.” 
He thereupon read from a manuscript, breath­ 
ing friendliness for the United States and v ow­ 
ing that his latitude should be the safety of 
his country , his long itude the peace of the 
world.

In y ears p ast Presidents hav e 
entertained k ings of small p ow­ 
ers and p rinces of the larger 
ones. But nev er before has the 
Washington 
social 
set 
been 
p romised an honest to goodness 
k ing and queen of a major p ow­ 
er. And nev er before hav e reign­ 
ing monarchs slep t in the White 
House. The Britishers are tak ing 
p ot luck with the Roosevelts. 
Pot luck is what it lik ely will 
seem to the roy al guests. They 
could stroll all over the White 
House in 15 minutes. (In all 
p robability they will nev er see 
the whole of that mausoleum 
they call 
home, Buck ingham 
Palace.) 
They will occup y two suites on 
the second floor of the White 
House, neither of which could 
comp ete with suites in 
New 
York ’s better hotels. The k ing 
and queen each will hav e a bed­ 
room and bath and will share the 
Monroe room as a lounge. It was 
in the Monroe room the treaty 
with Sp ain was signed, and it 
was" that room the cabinet used 
for meetings. Its long windows 
look down on the White House 
lawns. And certainly the up ­ 
holstered chairs, heav y 
velvet 
drap es and gilt-framed mirrors 
should remind the v isitors of 
their dear old great-grandm oth­ 
er, Victoria. 
They will break fast in bed, if 
they wish. For the rest of their 
v isit here they will be at the 
mercy of the State Dep artment 
and the British embassy . One 
ev ent is certain: a state dinner 
at the White House to which 
some 9 0 of the luck ier and more 
llustrious social lights will be 
inv ited. 
And 
already 
deep 
schemes are afoot among the 
dowagers to wangle inv itations 
to the ev ent. Certainly such an 
inv itation would be a gold seal 
on any social career. 
This roy al coup le has been 
p receded here by their 
more 
sp ectacular brother, the p resent 
Duk e of Windsor, and by their 
grandfather, Edward the Sev­ 
enth. Both came here before they 
ascended the British throne. 
Buchanan was p resident when 
Edward v isited in 1860. The en­ 
tertainm ent must 
hav e 
been 
p retty stiff for the gay p rince be­ 
cause Buchanan thought danc­ 
ing much below the dignity of 
the visit. However, his hostess 
was Harriet Lane, his y oung 
niece. She headed a p arty which 
took Edward by boat to Mt. Ver­ 
non, and the boat had no sooner 
shoved off than the y oung p eop le 
had a minuet in full swing. 
Years later when Wilson was 
p resident, and when he was con­ 
fined to his bed, Edward’s grand­ 
son, the p resent Duk e of Wind­ 
sor, visited. That was 19 19 . He 
went up stairs to Wilson’s bed­ 
room to chat, and leaning over 
Wilson's bed chuck led at the 
stories the President had collect­ 
ed about his grandfather’s v isit 
59 y ears before. 
That same y ear, 19 19 , the King 
and Queen of Belgium were here 
to p ay resp ects for the p art this 
country p lay ed in the World War. 
The k ing had been here as a 
p rince in 189 8 when he trav eled 
informally as the Count de Re- 
thy . His son, who also trav eled 
as Count de Rethy , came in the 
20's. 
In 19 31 the King and Queen of 
Siam visited. They stay ed in the 
Larz Anderson home: Anderson 
had ambassador-ed in the Far 
East and his Washington home 
was on the roy al scale, comp lete 
with art gallery and conserv a­ 
tory . The stiffest formality was 
observed by the Herbert Hoovers.

Tha t wa s sho rtly a fter the 
British ha d wra pped up their 
g uns a nd g o ne ho me, so Edwa rd 
wa s nerv o us eno ug h to bring 
a lo ng fo o d-ta ster^. He lea rned 
tha t America ns^ didnt feel bit­ 
terly eno ug h to ha rm him, so 
he turned o n Demo cra cy -plus.
